Advantages and Prospects of Victoria 
aa a Freei Port. 
Editoh BniHSH Colonist :— I have lately read 
the volume published by the Surveyor-General, 
on the resources of these Colonies and tho advan- 
tages offered to tho commercial world, by our ex- 
cellent harbors. But it is unfortunate that neither 
in this book nor in anyof Ihc articles of the Time? 
correspondent, that I am aware of, has the subject 
described at the head of this letter been described 
■ o full as its importance merits. After all that 
can be Baid of the mineral and agricultural wealth 
of tho neighborhood, chief reliance for the growth 
of this particular city of Victoria must be placed 
in its free-port system. Were British capitalists 
awake to our superior geographical position in 
relation to the entire coast of Northwest America 
on one side of this ocean and to China and Japan 
on the other — viewed as connected with our free- 
dom from the annoyance of bonded warehouses 
and customs' dues — I ventttreto believe they could, 
in a short period, render this port a worthy rival 
of San Francisco. Persons accustomed to judge 
by the present insignificance of Victoria will prob- 
ably be disposed to smile at so bold an assertion.

Detwoen San Fran- 
cisco and this place it is well ascertained there is 
not a single bay in which ships could obtain proper 
anchorage and shelter. Situated most suitably at 
the South of the Gulf and a sufficient distance 
within the Straits of Fuc» for safe protection, with 
the admirable harbour of Esquimau close to us, 
In which part of tho British Pacific squadron 
already rides, and with its own harbor ample for 
the rapidly increasing commerce of many years, 
is Victoria, adorned with picturesque environs, and 
made by nature irresistibly inviting for a colomal 
citv. It needs but indifferent perception to foresee 
that here there must be a great mercantile depot. 
It would require a stretch of imagination unpar- 
alleled to conceive what absurd impulse would 
drive, commerce up through many hidden dangers 
to Burrard's Inlet or New Westminster as tlie dis- 
tributing centre for these colonies, Puget Sound 
and tho entire Northwest coast. To bring about 
such an occurrence necessitates an inversion of 
the order of nature. It is no longoi in the power 
of ambition or caprice to determine the location 
of a great commercial centre Trade, under a 
sort of gravitating principle, like the clement 
that wafts it to our shores, finds it level. We are 
all familiar with the abortive exertions of certain 
speculators in California to draw the bulk of the 
ocean shipping, in turn, to Sail Jose, Monterey, 
and Benicia. But these attempts had to yield tu 
the inexorable hand by which the influx and dis- 
tribution of commerce are governed. Let our fel- 
low-colonists in New Westminster take warning 
and relieve themselves from the profitless task ol 
toiling to achieve physical improbabilities. They 
should thankfully accept the respectable position

How Tin: Japanese Restoiie Fadkd 
Flowers. — A Nngaski correspondent of the 
New York Herald writes: 

Afier a bouquet is dronpin?; beyond all 
remedies of fresh water, the .Japanese can 
bring it back loall its lirst glory by u very 
simple ami seemingly most destructive ope- 
ration. I had received some days ago 
a delightful bunch of flower* from a Japan- 
ese acquaintance. They continued lo live in 
their beauty for nearly two weeks, when at 
iast they laded. Just as I was aboul lo 
have them thrown away, the *ame gentle- 
man (Japanese gentleman) came to see me. 
I showed him the faded flowers, and told 
him that, though lasting a long time, they 
had now become useless. " Oh, no," said 
lie: " only put the ends of the stems into 
tho' fire, and they will be as good as before." 
I was incredulous ; so he took them himself 
and held the stem ends in the (ire until they 
were completely charred. This was in the 
morning'; in the evening they were again 
looking fresh and vigoious, and have con- 
tinued so for another week. What may be 
the true agent of this reviving process, 1 am 
unable to determine fully; whether It be 
the heat driving once mote the last juices 
into every leaflet and vein, or whether it he 
the bountiful supply of caiboti furnished 
by the charring. I am inclined, however, 
lo the latter cause, as the full eireet was not 
produced until some eight hours afterwards, 
and as it seems that, if the heat was the 
principal agent, it must have been sooner 
followed by'visible changes. 

Muscular Feats.— Three strong men 
have just bad a notable muscular contest in 
Chicago. Dr. Winship lilted nine kegs ol 
nails, weighing 1,000 lbs. Next with har- 
ness on his shoulders, he raised 1,517 lbs.

then, laying down on his back, put up liolbs. 
in each hand. Hut the feat of the evening 
was the great lift of Thompson, and the 
judges so considered ii in tho award of the 
$200 prize lo him.

Cliurcli Reserve Question- 
There is no disguising the fuet ; iliere is a 
soro place in this community, created by 
Dr. Hills squatting on the Church Reserve. 
The irritation is not caused generally by any 
feeling of sectarian hostility nor tiny desire 
to humiliate the Episoopal Church ; but 
from a lirm conviction that the reserve was 
public property, was set apart for public 
uses, was intended lor a public square, was 
to be kept for a public bresittiiru;-p!ace • and 
finding th . t it has been surreptitiously ap- 
propriated for a private garden and private 
residence for the local head of the Anglican 
Church, it need be no matter of surprise 
that the Btnolhered indignation of tho- pop- 
ulace should occasionally be heard. So far 
as the public are concerned they can only 
look upon Dr. Hills as a private gentleman. 
Our laws recognize in him no superior right 
to anybody else. The State knows no dif- 
ference between the Roman Calholic,Angli- 
»an, or Wesleyan hierarchy ; nor no diller- 
enco between professing ChrisVinus and 
professing Ifcfidels. It' therefore Dr. Hills 
has a right to a garden and residence 
on the Church. Reserve so has the ltotnan 
Catholic Bishop, the Wesleyan Superintend- 
ent, the Congregational Minister, and the 
Hebrew Kabbi. But il neither have a 
tight, then Dr. Hills has violated the deca- 
logue and law of the land in taking posses- 
sion of what does not belong to him. Had 
any humWe citiz.en built his house on lha 
Church, Keserve, had he enclosed the 
smnlles't portion,— a htwl of indignation 
would have been immediately set up by 
Governmsnt satellites against the humble 
squatter for a wanton, invasion of. a- pub- 
lic reserve. Why, we ask, should a 
poor man without a lot on which to. 
fear his home be treated differently 
from an Anglican Bishop with a diocesan 
endowment of £25,00b? Would there 
be any justice, any Christian virtue in 
stsch discrimination! Is the poor man 
made of dit.erdin ilesh and blood from a 
" rigjit tcverend father in God?" Yet it 
would appear so ;. for Dr. HilL, has occupied 
a portion of the Church Reserve, fenced it 
in and cultivated it, fenced out a gateway 
to the common cemetery, closed up th» line 
cf a public street; and has occupied his 
broad acres over a year,in defiance cl public 
opinion, to the public inconvenience, and 
Las dona-so with perfect impunity. Who, 
■we ask, is to blame tor perpetrating tins 
high-handed trespass 1 If a mason wanted 
a load of rocks from the quarry on the re- 
serve lo lay a foundation for his honso, our I 
lynx-eyed Commissioner of Police would 
wjon summon him lor trespass. Why, we 
ask, am his eyes so blind to the invasion (.1 
Dr. Hills? Why so entirely oblivions to an . 
Anglican ecclesiastic making the reserve 
private properly! Are a lew cart-loads of 
reck mor* valuable than a lew acres in ihe 
centre of the town 1 If ihe Commissioner 
lias authority in one oase lo punish tor ires- 
pass, he bus it in the other. It he has 
punished fur trespass in the one case, 
and not in the other, has he done his 
duty to Ihe public ? We ask, would he 
not have summoned any dissenting min- 
ister fur trespass had he erected a hu"u»a or 
fenced in a yardeii on the Church Reserve .

" The late startling ncivs from the Cariboo lias, 
so far "as "report" is concerned, been to seme 
extent corroborated.

After its endoseraent of the news in tola on Sat- 
urday, the above sounds exceedingly well in its 
very next issue. On putting the above paragraphs 
together, who can place the least reliance on any- 
thing that has ever appeared or may appear in 
the columns of our eoteinpornry. We have never 
neon in any paper, however worthless or careless 
of its good name, so flat a contradiction as appears 
in the above paragraphs. Cine says the news is 
true; the other denounces it. One seeks to send 
men in a hurry to the diggings: the other seeks 
to throw a damper on the vrliole affair. 

The truth of the matter is this: our cotempo- 
rary, through a lack of suffioieiu industry, energy 
and means Jailed in securing any information or 
correspondence whatever from the diggings, it 
unscrupulously appropriated our news and pun- 
ished it for just what we believe it to be—JUCts. 
Finding, however, that it could not make people 
believe it was not taken from the Colonist, it 
wheels about and throws a doubtupun Its previous 
ais*rtions. 

From the very first day of its appearance down 
to the present, so far as news is concerned, the 
Vrsss has been a perfect re-hash of the C'OLONISX, 
dishing up to its half-dozen readers intelligence 
that hud appeared m our paper several days be- 
fore, and often appropriating extracts troni and 
basing articles on our British Columbian corres- 
pondence.
